noon shots, one of which proved to be a 
fizzle. ‘The burning powder ignited the 
gas ane the explosion followed. Smoke 
and debris were blown out of the shaft 
200 feet high. Part of the top works was 
torn away and the fans and cages were 
partially wrecked. This made the work 
of rescue very slow, and it was 2 o’clock 
before volunteer parttes dared tc venture 
into the east entry where the explosion 
eccurrcd. When they fought their way 
in a horrible sight greeted them. The 
dead and injured were terribly burned 
and mutilated, some of them almost be- 
yond recognition. Fire had broken out, 
and this added terror to the spectacle. 
The flames were fifially controlled, and 
after several of the rescue party had 
succumbed tc the fumes, all the dea 
were found and carried to the top of the 
shaft. 

It was nearly 6 o'clock this evening 
when the last of the dead was taken 
cut, ‘and scenes of anguish among the 
familics of ‘che men were pitiful. Nearly 
all of the men were married, and leav$ 
families in poor circumstances. 


PUT NEGRO IN SWEAT BOX. 


Strother Gives Some Details of the 
Murder of Cooper. 

St. Louis, January 2%.--Chief of Detec- 
tives Desmond tonight, pursuing his in- 
vestigation of the mysterious murder of 
Alexander Dean Cooper, the wealthy 
business man who was killed at the Vis- 
ta Turkish bath house nibht before 
jast, gave Strother, the negro attendant 
at the bath house, a severe sweating, 
and Strother confessed’*that he had ta- 
ken the diamond ring and the diamond 
pin found in the basement of the bath 
house. Strother says he took the dila- 
monds at the murdered man’s request. 
Strother says that Cooper told him he 
expected a visit “from a party that 
would rob a snake.”’ 

Strother says he had the diamonds in 
his mouth when he went over to notify 
The family of Mr. Cooper's precarious 
condition. When he came back he says 
one of the physicians asked him (Stroth- 
er) to get some hot water. At this 
time, he says, he went down into the 
basement and there hid the diamonds. 
It was his intention to turn over the 
diamonds to the family later, but after 
hie arrest he at first feared to tell about 
them. 


MACCABEES WANT $100,000. 


Order Brings Suit Against Bank for 
That Amount. 

Port Huron, Mich., January 24.—Suit 
was begun by the supreme tent of the 
Knights of the Maccabees against the 
Port Huron savings bank today to re- 
cover judgment in the sum of $1,900. 
The actual amount which the plaintiffs 
geek to recover {s but $50,000. 

This action is the result of the recent 
troubles precipitated upon the suprema 
fent by C. D. Thompson, the §self- 
confessed defaulting finance keeper of 
the order. Thompsen was also teller of 
the Port Huron savings bank. This bank 
was not the regular depository of the 
eupreme tent, but it is alleged that 
Thompson sent to subdepositories drafts 
on the bank instead of drafts against the 
Commercial bank, which js the Maccabce 
depository here. Thompeon replaced the 
Port Huron savings bank drafts with 
Maccabee drafts, so it is said, without 
the benk’s knowledge. 

The declaration alleges that $200.00 
passed through the bank's hands in this

THEY ARE TIED 
TO PLATFORM 


House Democrats, in Caucus, 
Decide Action of National 
Convention Binds Them. 


CAUCUS WITHOUT POWER 
TO FRAME A PLATFORM 


Resolution Finally Adopted Calls on 
the Members To Battle Vigor- 
ously for Democratic Prin- 
ciples—Much Interest — 

Taken in Caucus. 


Washington, January %.—The demo- 
cratic members of the house of repre- 
sentatives met in caucus fh the hall of 
the house at 8 o'clock this evening and 
after a short but spirited contest adopted 
resolutions declaring that they were 
without power to promulgate a platform 
of principles for the party, owing to the 
binding character of the party platform 
heretofore regularly made at a national 
convention. 

The contest occurred over a resolution 
proposed by Reprerentative Henry, of 
Texas, more specifically declaring it to 
be the duty of every dcmocratic repre- 
sentative to adhere to the national demo- 
cratic platform until another democratic 
convention adopts a new platform. 

The caucus was the outgrowth of an- 
imated discussion among democratic 
members ever since the present session 
of congress began, the chief issue being 
ss to the extent to which the Kansas 
City platform should be reaffirmed. or 
should be sunerseded by a new declara- 
tion of policy. The plan of an entirely 
new declaration took form early in the 
session in resolutions by Representative 
McClelian, of New York, setting forth 
numerous planks, but omitting the finan- 
cial declarations of the Kansas City plat- 
form. 

Mr. Fitzgerald, of New York, also pro- 
posed a resolution declaring ageinst any 
interference with the existing standard 
of values. On the other hand, Representa- 
tive Ball, of Texas, proposed a specific re- 
affirmation of the Kansas City platform. 
These and several other resolutions of 
policy were referred to a special commit- 
tee of twelve leading democratic mem- 
bers, headed by Representative Richard- 
gon, of Tennessee, the democratic flocr 
leader. It was to receive the report of 
this committee that the caucus of tonight 
was held. 

Much Interest Taken. 


The interest taken was shown in the 
large attendence, 139 democrats out of 
the total of 153 being present. Repre- 
sentative Hay, of Virginia, occupied the 
chair and by his rulings endeavored to 
allay the fricticn which has occurred at 
times during the d'scussions. Mr. Rich- 
ardson presented the majority report, 
concurred in by all the members of dic 
special committee except Mr. Henry. It 
recited the work of the committee and 
closcd with the following recommenda- 
tlon: - ' 
~Werare ‘of Opinion fhat, as fhe repre- 
sentatives of our varicus constituencies, 
and as members of the caucus made up 
of such representatives, we have no 
power or authority to construct: or pro- 
mulgate a platfcrm of principles for our 
party; that we cannot increase or min- 
imize the engings effect of platforms. of 
the perty heretofore regularly mad- and 
adopted by the people in convention as- 
sembled for that purpose. 

“That in the house of which we are 
members we skculcd vigorously and ag- 
gressively battle for democratic prinvi- 
ples and with equal vigor and aggressive- 
ness we should oppcse everything cn- 
trary, in substance or methcds, to those 
rrinciples, and should meet each question 
as it arises with full confidence and a 
solid and undivided front.”’ 

The minority report of Mr. Henrv, of 
Texas, proposed the following declara- 
tion in place of the McClellan and Fitz- 
gerald resolutions heretofore referred to: 

“It is not within the province of a dem- 
ocratic caucus to promulgate or reverse 
a democratic platform, but it ig the duty 
of every democratic representative to ad- 
here to the national democratic platform 
until the succeeding ccnvention adopts 
another platform.”’ 


Majority Resolution Adopted. 


Mr. Henry also proposed that the cau- 
cus action should govern every repre- 
sentetive when the same accorded with 
the declarations of the last rational plat- 
form. 

The vote was taken first on Mr. Henry's 
minority propositions and they were de- 
feated by a vote of 17 to 92. 

Tne majority declaration 
adopted without dissent. 

Before the vote was taken several short 
speeches were made on the two proposi- 
tions. Mr. Richardson spoke on the de- 
sirability of getting together and of har- 
monizing differences. This was the only 
speech for the majority proposition, as it 
was deemed desirable to avoid long dis- 
cussion. Messrs. Wheeler, of Kentucky, 
and Burleson and Henry, of Texas, sup- 
ported the minority plan, urging that the 
Kansas City platform should be specifi- 
cally reaffirmed’as the policy of the party 
untll the next platform was made. ‘The 
debate lasted less than an hour. 

The Fitzgerald, McClellan and other 
resolutions were laid on the table thus 
leaving the majority declaration as” the 
unanimous sense of the democratic mem- 
bers of the house. 

The caucus also adopted the following: 

“Resolved, That the territories of Ari- 
zona, Oklahoma and New Mexico are en- 
titled to statehood and should be admitt~q@ 
to the union on equal footing with the 
balance of the states, and we Pledge the 
Support of the demoicats in the house 
cf representatives to such a pifl.’’ 


SHIPWRECKED SEAMEN SAVED. 


Their Vessel Went on Shoal Off the 
Carolina Coast. 

Baltimore, Md., January 24.—Seven 
shipwrecked seamen were brought to 
this port today on the Merchants and 
Miners’ Transportation Company's steam- 
er Hudson, from Savannah. They are 
Captain A. Trim, master of the three- 
masted schooner Mary L. Crosby, which 
sailed from Pensacola, Fla., on the 11th 
instant for New York; Mate H. S. Cole, 
Steward J. H. McFarland and Louts J. 
Byrne, Peter Abrou, Alexander 0. Sarce 
and Guiseppe Garrisanino, seamen. 

The men were picked up by the Hud- 
son near the Frying Pan ghoal light- 
ship off the North Cefolina coast on 
Wednesday. Captain Trimm said today 
that his vessel was leaking when she 
left the Florida coast and while proceed- 
ing through the Florida straits had en- 
countered rough weather. The pumps 
were manned constantly. When off Fry- 
ing Pan shoals a fog obscured the light and 
the vessel was dashed upon a shoal, a 
portion of her cargo of lumber was jet- 
tisoned and later, while held securely 
on the shoal, the remainder of the deck 

, together with the majinmast of 
the vessel, were carried away by the 
heavy seas. The crew entered the life 
boat, which was made fast to the ship.

NEW FEDERAL BUILDING 
FOR ATLANTA.-IN SIGHT 


Senate Committee Gives Approval to Senator Clay's 
Bill for New $500,000 Structure Hete==Project 
Stands Good Chance of Success in House.

Atlanta’s persistint efforts to get an 
adequate federal building and one com- 
mensurate with the needs of public busi- 
ness here may at last meet with success. 

The senate committee on public build- 
ings y2sterday gave its approval to Sena- 
tor’s Clay’s bill which provides for a new 
$500,000 building for Atlanta, after Senatdr 
Clay had fully demonstrated to the com- 
mittee the urgent needs cf the case, and 
with this approval] it ts said there is no 
doubt about the bill passing the senate 
in the near future. 

It is believed also it will find compara- 
tively easy saFing in the house, despite 
the rigid tendency toward economy § in 
the matter of public buildings on the part 
of the republican members. 

Congressmar. Livings*t«n, who has 
worked long and ardently in this cause, is 
the senior democratic member of the 
hovse committee on appropriations, and 
his weight and irfiuence in such matters 
ere well known. Representative Mercer, 
chairman of the hcvse committee, is also 
said to be favorable to the project, and 
vith Tis assistan-e the chances for the 
success of the measure seem rather 
bright 

Hard work has been done for the last 
eight years or more looking to the se- 
curing of an adcquate public building for 
Atlanta, ‘and the difficulty seems to have 
been largely in convincing congress of 
the urgent necessity for it. Now that the 
laatter seems so near success, it is certain 


no' stone will be left unturned to carry 
the project safely through. 

The story of the senate committee's 
action is told in the follewing special to 
The Constitvtion from Jes: Onl, its cor- 
respondent at Washington: 

Washington, January 24.—(Specia!.)— 
The senate committee on public buildings 
at its sersicn today r@orted favorably on 
Senator Tiay's bill for the new public 
building at Atlanta. Senator Clay went 
before the commiltte® acveral days ago, 
and again today went over with the com- 
Mittée the needs for better facilities at 
Atlanta. | 

The committee is disposed to be much 
less liberal in the matter of public build- 
ings than in the-last congress, because the 
republicans of the setrAte and house are 
doing tnuch talking ahout cconomy. There 
was scme dispositicn to oppose the At- 
lanta .bill, but Senator Clay. presented 
the facts zo fully that the committee de- 
cided to revort this bfil favorably. . With 
this report there is no question that the 
bill will be pasped, by the senate at some 
time: in the near future. 

It will probably not have so easy a 
time at the house end of the capitol, but 
Congressman ‘IAyingston is hopeful of 
favorable action by the house ccmmittee. 
The house comniitteo is disputed -to be 
very sparing in its approval of public 
building. bills, but. Representative Mercer, 
iis chairman. is favorable to this project. 

The Clay bill carries an appropriation 
of $600,000.

Merrimac Man Claimed His Eyes 
Were Sag. 


SENT BACK TO CHARLESTON 


Rumor Revived That Hobson Desires

Washington, January 24.—(Special.)— 
The navy retiring board today refused 
Naval Constructor Hobson's application 
for retirement on account of the condition 
of hig eyes. In connection with his appii- 
catton for retirement there has been re- 
vival of the rumor that Hobson desired 
to twrn his attention to Alabama poll- 
tics. Concerning this Hobson has de- 
clined to talk, but apparently there must 
have been some foundation for the rit 
mor, 

His claim for retirement was based. on 
the belief that his eyes had. been so in- 
jured during the’Merrimac episode and in 
certain work upon vessels at Hong Kong 
that they have been incapacitated for the 
extremely delicate technical work some- 
times required of men in the construction 
corps. The retiring board has decided, 
however, that the injury ‘s probably not

physical disability is entitled to three- 
fourths the highest pay of his grade, 
which, it is understood, in this instance, 
would mean $3,000 a year for life. 


CHINA WANTS FOREIGNERS. 


Six Men May Be Engaged To Re- 
organize Government. 

Pekin, January 24.—The dowager em- 
press and her councilors are seriously 
discussing the engagement of foreign ad- 
visers to reorganize the government. 
Yuan Shi Kai, viceroy of Pe Chi Li, is 
the inspiration of the movement. The 
scheme, in its present form, is to en- 
gage six foreigners as authorities respec- 
tively of international law and finance, 
and on military, naval, parliamentary, 
domestic and governmental affairs. 

Yuan Shi Kai and his followers are 
hopeful of practical results. They are 
taking Japan as their model. _ 


MITCHELL IS AGAIN CHOSEN 


As President of the United Mine 
Workers. 

Indianapolis, Ind., January 24.—At to- 
day’s session of the United Mine Work- 
ers’ convention the following officers were 
re-elected without contest: President, 
John Mitchell; vice president, T. L. 
Lewis; secretary, W. B. Wilson. 

The convention adopted a _ resolution 
appropriating $500 to the National Mc- 
Kinley memorial fund after a prolonged 
discussion. 

Delegate Haffey, of Alabama, 
in favor of a liberal contribution. 

The committee on officers’ reports rec- 
ommended all the suggestions made by 
President Mitchell in his annual address 
and the convention disposed of them as 
follows: 

That the national officers be empow- 
ered to levy such assessments aS may 
be necessary to carry on the strike now 
on in Hopkins country until that strug- 
gle should be won. Referred to a spe- 
cial committee. 

That locals throughout the country pe- 
tition their representatives in congress 
to favor limitation of the power to fed- 
eral judges in the issuance of blanker 
injunctions in times of labor troubles.

That the mime-hoisting engineers be or- 
ganized under the supervision of the 
United-Mine Workers with separate dis- 
tricts, in keeping with the action of the 
American Federation of Labor. This 
was not concurred in by the convention 
and a motion that the “uneonditional” 
surrender of the engineers be demanded 
Was passed with a vim.

Hearings 
will begin as soon as he arrives in Wash- 
ington.

ENGLISH WINS — 
PLACE ON BOARD 


He Was Nominated for Re- 
election at Caucus Last 
Night. 


DAY AND BROTHERTON 
ALSO DECIDED UPON. 


Ora Nunnally Received Nine Votes. 
Every Member of Council Was 
Present — Bosche and 
Welch Were Not 
Nominated. 


During the meeting of council the first 
Monday in March Captain James W. 
English and Captain William H. Broth- 
erton will be reelected members of the 
board of police commissioners, while 
Former Alderman 8. Ward Day will be 
elected to the place on the board which 
wil) at that time be vacant on account 
of the. expiration of the term of office of 
Commissioner W. H. Patterson. 

AU this was decided during the caucus 
of council held last evening in the office 
of Councilman James L. Key, in Temple 
Court. Every member of the city coun- 
cll attended this cauus and while the 
names of four men were placed in nomi- 
nation, the three mentioned received the 
necessary number of votes to insure 
their election at the proper time. 

Captain Brotherton received twenty- 
one votes, all that it was possible for 
him to get, as there are only that num- 
ber of members in council. Mr. Day re- 
ceived nineteen votes, while Captain 
English had thirteen votes to his credit 
when the result of the balloting was an- 


nounced. 
Nunnally Gets Nine Votes. 

The name of Ora Nunnally was placed 
in nomination and he received nine votes. 
The names of former Councilmen John 
Welch and R. C. Bosche, who were un- 
derstood to be candidates for police 
commissioner, were not put in nomina- 
tion. 

The caucus, from all accounts, was 
thoroughly harmonious, the only discus- 
sion which occurred being as to what 
method of voting should be adopted— 
whether viva voce or by ballot. A ma- 
jority. of those present favored the bal- 
lot system. and this method prevailed. 

Therefore, while it is generally known 
who the friends of the various candidates 
were, it would be a difficult matter to 
say just how each member of council 
voted. Had the viva voce method pre- 
vailed {it would have been otherwise. 
Before the balloting began it was defi- 
nitely decided that the three men whe 
received the highest number of votes 
should be declared the hominees of the 
caucus. 

Fight Was on English. 

The result of the caucus i# generally 
regarded as a victory for Captain Eng: 
lish, for it has lone been known ‘that a, 
“eht would be made on his reelection. 
Not so much a personal ficht. as a fight 
upon him in the interest ofa new man. 
It has been conceded for some time that 
Captain Rrotherton’s reelection was as- 
sured. and it is known that the friends 
of Mr. Dav and Mr. Nunnally have been 
exceeding’v anxious that these two gen- 
tlemen should secure places on the 
board. 

It has heen wnderstood that Messrs. 
Bosche and Welch also had friends in 
council who would vote for them. Pviy 
dently it was clear to these friends that 
their favorites lacked the necessarv 
number of votes to elect, and the final 
balloting shows that but one new can- 
didate had the assurance of getting on 
the board. 

The terme of office of Messrs. Broth- 
erton. English and Patterson all exnire 
the first Monday in March. Mr. Patter- 
son, who is at presént secretary of the 
board. would not be eligible for reelec- 
tion. because he.

Sharp Earthquake Shocks in Mis- 
souri and Other States. 


BUILDINGS WERE SWAYED

St. Louis, January 24.—Two distinct 
shocks of earthquake were felt in St. 
Louis and in many of the adjoining towns 
a few mitutes before 5 o'clock this 
morning.

If H. M. Atkinson wil agree to the 
terms of the report which the special tax 
committee of council settled upon yester- 
day afternoon, it is almost a certainty 
that the city will get its desired reve- 
nue from gross receipts growing out of 
the consolidation of public utility cor- 
porations in Atlanta. 

The committee has, it is said, reached 
the last ditch. It has submitted terms of 
agreement to Mr. Atkinson and he ig to 
give his answer, ‘‘yes’’ or ‘‘no”’ by Mon- 
day morning next when the committee 
will hold another meeting for the pur- 
pose of signing the report to be submitted 
to council that afternoon. No other 
agreement will be made by the commit- 
tee. 

After learning what the committee had 
agreed upon, Mr. Atkinson stated that, if 
he was asked then for an answer, he 
would say that an agreement under the 
conditions outlined would be an immpossi- 
bility. However, he has made no defi- 
nite statement to the committee either 
way, and has reserved his final decision 
until the mext meeting of the committee. 

The members of the committee belleve 
that they have made several concessions 
in order to meet Mr. Atkinson, and it ie 
known that at least three members have 
modified their views, so as to be able to 
reach a unanimous report. Every member

THE ENGINEER Is DISCHARGED 


Coroner’s Jury Finds That Officials 
Are Responsible for Condi- 
tions in Tunnel. 


‘New York ‘January 24.—The coroner’s 
investigatfon into the causes of the re- 
cent disaster in the New York Central 
railroad tunnel was brought to a close 
tonight when the jury, after being out 
three hours and five minutes, returned a 
verdict completely exonerating John M. 
Wisker and E. C. Fyler, the crew of the 
engine that crashed into the rear of the 
train causing the death of seventeen 
people. The verdict places the blame for 
the conditions heading to fhe accident on 
the officials of the railroad. Both Wigker 
and Fyler were immediately discharged 
from custody. 

After reciting the details of the accl- 
dent, the verdict continues: 

“We find that Engineer John M. Wis- 
ker, owing to the heavy atmosphere, due 
to weather conditions, together with the 
presence of large bodies of steam and 
smoke escaping from trains passing the 
various tracks in said tunnel, obscuring 
eaid signal, was unable to locate said dan- 
ger signal. 

*“‘We further find faulty management on 
the part of the officials of the New York 
Central and Hudson River railroad and 
we hold said officials responsible, for the 
reason that during the past ten years 
said officials have been repeatedly warn- 
ed by their locomotive engineers and 
other employees of the dangerous condi- 
tions existing -n said tunnel, imperiling 
the lives of thousands of passengers, and 
they have failed to remedy said condi- 
tions, and also for the reason that cer- 
tain improyements in the way of both 
Visible and audible signals could have 
been installed and the disaster thereby 
have been avoided, and for the further 
reason that no regulation of speed which 
trains should run in eaid tunnel has been 
enforced, thereby allowing the engineers 
to exercise their own discretion.”

} ton, January 24.—The treaty of 
Prins pr er Danish West Indian islands 
from Denmark to the United States was 
signed at the state department today by 
Secretary Hay and Constantine Brun, 
the Danish minister.

FREE TRADE MEANS RUIN 


Independent Sugar Refineries Made 
 @ Plea for Consideration of 
Beet Sugar Men. 


Washington, January 2%4.—The Cuban

James H. Post, of the National Sugar 
Refining Company of New York, expiain- 
ed that there were about a dozen inde- 
pendent sugar refineries in the country 
producing: about 20,000 barrels per day 
as against about 40,000 refined by the 
American Sugar Refining Company, and 
that the interests of the independent re- 
fineries should be considered in any ac- 
thon taken by the committee. Mr. Post 
said his company boyght raw sugar al! 
over the world, Cuba included. 

Asked as to~what effect a 25 per cent 
reduction on Cuban sugar would have 
on the price of sugar to the consumer 
here, Mr. Post said that in his opinion 
there would be no effect as far as the 
present crop was concerned; that the 
Cubans would gain all the advantages; 
later, perhaps, as the production  in- 
creased, the price might fall. He ex- 
plained the action of refiners in under- 
selling the beet sugar people in the Mis- 
souri valley by saying that the beet su- 
gar people made contracts with grocers 
to deliver sugar at one-tenth of a cent 
per pound below thé refineries’ price. 


Trade War Caused. 


The result was a trade war and the 
refineries reduced their prices in some 
cases 2 cents a pound to undersell the 
beet sugar manufacturers. He said that 
so far as_ he knew, none. of the independ- 
ent refineries owned an acre of sugar 
land in Cuba. er oa? 

William 8. Bass, a Saftto Domingo su- 
gar vdiariter, did not- think Cuba ‘should 
be given an advantage over other West 
Indian islands in the American market. 

Former Representative’ Hawley advo- 
cated concessiohs to (wba: making a spe- 
cial plea on the-ground of our future re- 
lations with the republic.

SHE MADE HEARERS WEEP 


Mrs. Richardson, Accused of Hus- 
band Murder, on the Stand. 


NOT AN UNFAITHFUL WIFE 


Read Letter from Husband Testify- 
ing to Her Purity—Prosecuting 
Attorney Fined. 


—— 


Plattsburg, Mo., January 24.—Mrs. A4j- 
Jie B. Richardson today made her own 
defense to the charge of having killed 


her husband, Frank W. Richardson, in 
their home at Savannah on Christmas 
eve, 1900. Her attorneys produced a letter 
written by Richardson te his wife while 
he was an inmate of a drink cure insti- 
tute. If exonerated the defendant of the 
slurs against her character, acknowledge 
the writer's own guilt and begged for- 


giveness. 

“T know full well I am to blame and 
feel that justly and honestly I have never 
had any right to think you have been 
at any- point at issue In the least wrong, 
but, honey, you know how jealous [ am. 
‘Do not erieve, for I am not worthy of 
vour pure thoughts.” 

The jury received its instructions late 
today and the arguments were begun. 
Under the instructions the jury must find 
Mrs. Richardson guilty of murder fn the 
first degree, for which the penalty is 
death, or it must acquit her. The instruc- 
tions are considered to lean slightly in 
favor of Mrs. Richardson. 

Women Were in Tears. 

Before Mrs. Richardson finished testi- 
fving the women in the court room wers 
in tears. Mrs. Richardson herself gave 
way to emotion and buried her facs in 
her handkerchief. 

While Mrs. Richerdson was on the 
stand a sensational incident took place 
that resulted in the court fining O. F. 
Boohr, leading attorney for the state, 
and father of the county prosecutor, $60 
and ordering the jury from the room. 
Mrs. Richardson had been usked if she 
had told everything to this jury that she 
had told to the coroner’s jury. 

‘“‘No,’’ she replied, ‘‘not to the coroner's 
jury, but to Mr. Boohr.”’ 

“What did you tell to Mr. Boohr?’ 

‘Your honor,’ interposed Mr. Bochr, 
his voice trembling with emotion and 
tears coursing down his cheeks, ‘‘I have 
stoed this long enough. I object to the 
court aHNowing my name te be continually 
dragged into this case with insinuations 
that the witnesses have told me more 
than I have made known. I—”’ Here the 
attorney’s voice gave out. 

‘“‘Mr. Clerk,’ said the court, “fine Mr. 
Boohr §$2.’’ 

“Il protest, your honor, that I am not 
being treated fairly.’ 

‘Fine Mr. Boohr $50," said the court; 
“and, Mr. Sheriff, take charge of Mr. 
Boohr and remove the jury from the 
room.”’ 

A recess was taken. A few minutes 
later Attorney Boohr returned, apolo- 
gized to the court and Mrs. Richardson 
proceeded. 


She Is Ignorant. 


Mrs. Richardscn was questioned closely 
about the condition of her husband's body 
and the manner in which he had fallen 
to the floor. 

‘Do you know who shot your husband?” 
1} she was asked. 

“IT do not.” 

“Did you see the person whe shot him?’ 

“T did not.’’ 

On cross-examination, when asked 
questions with reference to her relations 
with Fife, she displayed both pain and 
anger, but replied wien emphasis. 

She had, she declared, ccnsidered Fife 
a mere boy and had for this reason paid 
no attention to her husband's accusations 
against her, made while he was intoxi- 
cated.

Bank Clerks Testify That Signature 
to Check Rice Presented 
Was Forged. 


New York, January 24—The- taking of 

evidence was begun today in the trial of 
Albert T. Patrick, a lewyer, on an indict- 
ment charging him with forging the will 
of W. M. Rice, in this city, in September, 
1900. 
John H. Wallace, paying teller at Swen- 
son’s bank, where Rice had an account, 
identified a check for $25,000 paywble to 
Albert T. Patrick as one that had been 
presented to him. It was the misspelling 
of the name Albert that caused a tele- 
phone call to Rice’s apartments, which 
resulted in the discovery that the man 
was dead. The witness said the check 
was handed to him for payment by Short, 
who said he came from Patrick. Wallace 
testified that he had never seen Patrick 
until the day the check was presented. 
So far as he knew, Rice’s business was 
attended to by Jones, the valet-secre- 
tary. 

“In your opinion is the signature on the 
check the signature of William M. Rice?’ 
asked the atterney for the prosecution. 

“It is my opinion,”’ he said, “it was not 
written by Mr. Rice.”’ 

On crose-examination Wallace said 
that when the check was returned to the 
bank indorsed “Abert T. Patrick’ and 
Albert T. Patrick, he stamped if “ac- 
cepted,” although he had doubts as to 
the genuineness of the signature. 

Signature Suspicious. 

Finally he said: a 

“Tl don’t know what is wrong with the 
signature, but I don’t lke {t. “It does 
not look natural to me. The final curve 
of the ‘M,’ for instance, looks as {if it was 
an afterthought.” 

W, O. Weatherbee, a clers in the bank 
of Swenson & Son, said he knew Rice 
for twelve years. He was asked to tell 
of a visit alleged to have been made by 
Jones, the valet-secretary, to the wit- 
ness’ home in Brooklyn, but this was 
ruled out. Weatherbee said he had never 
seen Patrick until the day fie check was 
handed in at the bank. He had not known 
Patrick to be connected in any way with. 
Rice’s business. -When Patrick called 
at the bank he saw Mr. Swenson. In the 
conversation that day Patrick sald Rice’s 
body was to be cremated, as ‘“‘the old 
gentleman was a crank on cremation.”’ 
Patrick also. said he had had ay under- 
standing with Rice. as to what was to 
be done with the proceé@de of the checks.

Counsel for Patrick objected to the ad- 


mission of the $25,000 check as evidence 
on the ground that the defendant was 
under indictment for forging that check 
and that it would not be fair to bias the 
minds of the jury by admitting it. The 
recorder admitted the oneck. 

Said Bananas Killed Rice.

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HICH RATES DUE 
10 COMPETITION 


$0 Magnate Hill Tells Inter- 


state Commerce Commission, 


Defends the Railway Merger in the 
Northwest—Asserts That Rail- 
roads Can’t Advance Rates 
Unjustly and 
Prosper. 


24.—James J. Hill, 
president of the Northern’ Securities 
Company and president of the Great 
Northern railway, testified for three and 
cne-fourth hours befor2 the interstate 
commerce commission here today. In 
answer to questions tending to show the 
effect of the community of interests plan 
on rates the veteran railreader said that 
compctition does rot lower rates; on the 
cor*rary, he believed that it advanced 
them. He declared that in the northwest, 
where for twenty sears the Northern Pa- 
cifjc and the Great Northern have been 
at pvace, where ore road has agreed with 
the ‘other on rates and maintained the 
agreements, rates were lower than in an 

other part of the country. . 

In regard to the purchase of the Bur- 
lingtou by the Northern Pacific and the 
Great Northern, Mr. Hill said that the 
purchase was a matter of necessity, and 
was not due to ‘‘a movement in line with 
the trust idea.’ He testified to the form- 
ation of the Northern Securities Com- 
pany, and in doing so géeve a reason [far 
more simple than has generally heen con- 
jectured. 

‘There are some old men, some very 
old men, interested in the management 
ot the Great Northern,’ said he. 
,Ot them are over & and several over 70 
years. They wanted to furm a close cor- 
poration to which they could contide 
their interests with the assurance that 
the road would te managed along the 
‘lines which have -been followed. in 
, taking over one-third of the stock of the 
‘yoad, the plan seemed a govd one, and 
then it was proposed to let all the stock- 
holders in, rot alone tha few owners of 
‘the one-third, but all or them. The plan 
met. with approval, and tl.en it broaden- 
ed into the idea of taking in the North- 
ein Pacific ziso. The roads had worked 
in harmony for twenty years, and the 


change in the holder of the securities 
it can make 


no diference, and will make no differ- 
ence.” 
Why He Bought Burlington. 

In explaining his reasons for the ovur- 
chase of the Burlington, Mr. Hill went 
back to the time when he found it neces- 
sary to offer a low rate to the timber of 
Oregon and Washington in order to get 
loads fer cars which had originally gone 
west loaded with merchandise. He said: 

‘In crder to put ourselves in a safe 
position, we had te buy the Purlington 
read. it gave us the market for our 
western stuft that we had to bring back, 
and it afforded us’ a connection in the 
cast with all the producers, and it com- 
plemented the con:itions that were neces- 
Sary.’’ 

Mr. Day attempted to show by a long 
line of questions that the real reason for 
taking over the Burlington was to form 
a sort of tiust, whereby northwestecn 
tates would be absolutely in the hands of 
Mr. Hill and his friends. ‘To this Mr. 
Hil) reiterated Kis previous statement 
concerning the purchase of the Burling- 
tcn. 

Mr. Day then asked the witness if, af- 
ter the agreement to organize the Norta- 
ern Securities Com pany had been reacn- 
ed, he had exercised any control over or 
given any directions to the managing of- 
ficials of the Northern Pacific regarding 
its operation 

Mr. Hiill r: plied that he had issued no 
instructions of any kind to the officials 
cf the Northern Pacific. 

The witness then entered into a lengthy 
dissertation cn the effects of competition 
as he had observed it. Commissioner 
Clements repeatedly questioned his as- 
Sertion that competition does not lower 
rates cr tend to ivwer them, .but each 
time tne vcteran waved his eye glasses

ment. 

“The railrcad is a sort of mercurial in- 
dication of the state of the counfty trip- 
utary to it,” ne :aid.*it the country is 
poor, the railroad will be poor. A low 
rate is not the result of competition; it 
merely shows how low a rate a railroad 
can atford to give 

Unjust Rates Not Possible. 

“Do you Suppose that a man in abso- 
lute control of a railread, having no 
competiton, cculd raise rates,to an un- 
just degree and prcsper? The minute he 
did that you would hear ot a road pass- 
ing its dividend. lt is a principle that a 
read must give the lowest rate it can.’’ 

Mr. Hill averred, in answer to further 
interrogation in regard to the effects of 
competition, that commercial war between 
reads really resulted in higher tariffs. 

“Thev cut each other to the heart,’’ 
said he, “and then. patcn up an agree- 
ment whereby everything is higher thua 
ever. ‘The rebate is competitive warfare, 
end you know the general shipper pays 
the freight which the large shippers had 
dodg od. Roads are bound to hustle for 
business, Y they will do much to secure 
the patr .age of a large shipper.’’

ROW IN A HUNGARIAN CAMP. 


Killing of a Hog Came Near Causing 
a Lynching. 

Carrollton, Ga., January 24.—(Special.)— 
Two miles beyond Wac), on the Haral- 
son county line, 14 miles northwest of 
here, last night was a queer riot. For 
the past five or six years there has been 
planted there a colony of Hungarians. 
The colony is named Budda or Buda- 
rest. Ore of the Huns, named Miko 
Finkletrtein, outraged at the unrestrain- 
ed trespasses of the hog of his neighbor, 
I‘apo Guggeinheimer, shot the brute. En- 
raged at this, Gugegeinheimer handed to- 
gether his friends, patterned after the 
plan of a Georgia mob, and securing the 
proverbial rope, had so far proceeded 
with meting out to Finklestein summary 
punishment of the capital sort as to have 
the rope around Finklestein’s neck, when 
fis friends and the wiser and more in- 
fluential patriarchs of the colony inter- 
vened, quelling the riot. Miko Finkle- 
stein swore cut a warrant today before a 
magistrate charging Guggeinheimer ws) 
participating in the riot and inciting it, 
end he was jailed. 

At the trial the evidence will have to 
be delivered through their interpreters, 
after a queer and ceremonial oath, and the 
courts may never have a genuine narra- 
tive of the affair. The men are furriers 
by trade, and during the season of their 
work returr to New York, where they 
earn fancy wages a8 experts in their 
trade. There are some fifty families in 
the cvlony, end they have a temple and 
priest. They generally cultivate grapes 
and make wine when thy are south.

‘the Americans are able to produce 
more work per man than we in this coun- 
try, and this is not because they work 
harder, but because they apply them- 
selves with more energy and adaptation 
to ali the latest methcds of iabor-saving 
appliances. 

1 was forcibly struck with the great 

railroad improvements in the United 
States—improvements in the condition of 
the roads, in the passenger cars, and in 
the size and number of goods wagons. 
For instance, a number of cars have been 
built of compressed steel, carrying fifty 
tons a car, as against our ten tons in 
this country. I was also very muca 
struck with the size of the locomotives, 
which draw train loads of over 2,000 tons 
with comparative ease, as against cur en- 
gines drawing with difficulty 220 tons per 
loaded train. 
_At the nead of an American railway 
system you find a president who devotes 
his whole time to his work and has @ 
practical and tnaorough knowledge of the 
minute points of railroad business. At 
the head of English railways we find, as 
a rule, gentlemen who lack this personal 
detail -knowledge, and so are of neces- 
sity what is known as figureneads. They 
cannot go into details like their American 
compeers. Let me say clearly that I am 
referring to no particular person in say- 
ing this. For the English heads person- 
ally 1 have tne greatest confidence in 
and respect for them. It is ‘the system, 
not the men, to which I am referring. 

The development in the United States 
since my last visit,-in 1892, has been won- 
derful. The domestic trade has been 
busy in all givections, and if the exports 
are not so good it is because the abun- 
dance of the home demands permits them 
to be able to ignore all others. 

Whether this unqualified prosperity will 
continue it is, of course, a difficult thing 
on which to offer an opinion. Waves of 
prosperity pass over a country, to be suc- 
ceeded by waves of depression. I do not 
believe ‘that the prosperity of the United. 
States will continue so lang as some 
people imagine. In saying this I am not 
influenced in any way. 

| was greatly disappointed in the com- 
paratively smal! increase in Canadian 
population shown by tne census returns. 

This must be largely due to want of 
individual energy in the development of 
natural resourcs and in the establishment 
of manufactories of all kinds. Through 
it Canada has gradually been losing ner 
young blood. The younger generation is 
passing over the border and joining the 
United States. This is lamentable, for I 
am convinced that there is an enormous 
tuture befare Canada, I snould also lke 
to state that Canada deserves more at 
tention and better support from the moth- 
er country. 

What of the future of English industry? 
We will feel American competittion most 
acutely as soon as the present wave of 
domestic activity in the United States is 
passed, when America must of necessity 
Increase her exports of manuractured ar- 
ticles. This will be done to the great 
detriment of this country, and in my 
judgment the result will be a more se- 
rious depression in England than we are 
inclined to believe. The time is upon us 
when both masters and men must get 
their backs ‘to the wall and face the line 
in true British spirit. 


Coming from one who stands as 
high in the world of British politics as 
Sir Christopher. Furness this candid 
expression of opinion will be read with 
very deep satisfaction by most of us 
on this side of the water. 

We do not like to pick flaws in the 
testimony of one who has been so lav- 
ishly generous in the commendation 


favor of populism as expressed by its 
leaders in 1896—that :t was far less 
obnoxious in its persone! and not 
nearly so antc~onisiic .o old-fashioned 
democratic principles as were the per- 
sonnel and principles of the republi- 
can party. As between the Chicago 
platform and candidate and the St.

LETTERS FROM THE FEOPLE. 
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Georgia’s Two Representatives. 

Editor Constitution: I wish to present suc- 
cinctly a few reasons which I think should 
control the retention of Dr. Crawford W. Long 
and General James Oglethorpe as Georgia's two 
representatives in the statuary gallery of 
famous men to be placed in the capitol at 
Washington. 

My excuse for doing so is this: Dr. Long 
was my friend and for many years my family 
Physician. Out of this relation grew a per- 
sonal intimacy which interested me in his 
claim to bef/the discoverer of anaesthesia and gave 
me opportunity to investigate fully his claim 
and that of others to the discovery. Dr. Long's 
right to this credit can no longer be disputed. 
But I do not propose to go into this here, 
Others will present the evidence if it is needed. 
I desire to call careful consideration to the 
recognition of this claim by the state of Geor- 
gia. 

In 1879 the general assembly of Georgia 
recognized the right of Dr. Long and chose him 
as the one whose statue, with that of Ogle- 
thorpe, should illustrate Georgia in the Wash- 
ington gallery of famous men. The resolution 
of the general assembly of 190] does not re- 
scind that of 1879. Oglethorpe and Long were 
chosen then and the latter's right to be con- 
sidered the recognized discoverer of anaesthe- 
sia was investigated, passed upon and finally 
determined by the general assembly in 1879. 

The resolution of 1901 can only be considered 
operative so far as now choosing one or more 
additional names by Georgia. I understand 
that several of the states have chosen more 
than two—New York, I believe, hae four. 

I present with absolute confidence this point: 
The record ts closed to Oglethorpe and 
long. Others may be added, but not to exclu- 
sion of these two chosen in 1879. But should 
the commission raised by resolution of* [90] 
differ with me on this point, then I urge that 
in no event should the name of Dr. Long be 
Atsplaced, 

The evidence of Long’s right must be con- 
clusive to any fair mind. If so, then I ask, 
who among all Georgia's sons—diatinguished in 
any fleld or forum—can compare with Long 
for this honor? 

I had the pleasure of hearing the late Hon. 
Alexander H. Stephens declare from the rostrum 
of the University of Georgia that Dr. Craw- 
ford W. Long was the undoubted discoverer of 
anaesthesia, and that he was preeminent over 
all other Georgians for this honor. He there- 
for advised then the choice of Oglethorpe and 
Long for thfs statuary hall at Washington. 

I need not add testimony of others to that 
of Stephens. His should be conclusive if we 
look to the expression of opinion for ald. 
Would that he were alive tday to reiterate his 
choice. He who was so zealous of his own 
consistercy, could he now speak, would urge 
with all the earnestness of his nature that 
Georgia, too, be consistent, and in being con- 
sistent be just to the memory of her distin- 
guished son, Dr. Crawford W. Long, the dis- 
coverer of anaesthesia. 

Finally I submit that it would be a deplorable 
act of injustice for Georgia to set aside the 
action of the general assembly of 1879. It is 
not as though first acting, but in effect to cor- 
rect the action then taken; hence to deny Dr. 
Long's right to an honor which has been for 
years unchallenged. 

Europe makes no claim to this discovery and 
it is credited there to the United States. In 
Paris Qhere is a monument to Dr. Long as the 
discoverer of anaesthesia. In Boston, the 
horre of Morton and Jackson, other former 
claimants, there stands a monument erected to 
the ‘‘discover?r of anaesthesia,’’ and for many 
years this silent witness has emphasized Dr. 
Lone’s right. Many years ago the Tnited 
States congress asked to recoghize Morton and 
Jackson. Long’s claim, with overwhelming 
evidence of priority, was presented by Sena- 
tor Dawson, of Georgia, and defeated recogni- 
tion of these claimants. Long then did not 
press for congressional recognition. He was 
content to submit proof of his right and let 
++ rest. He looked for recognition from his 
profession, He asked no recognition from the 
Georgia general assembly. He died 
before the action of 1879. When- 
ever effort was made to preju- 
dice his right he modestly presented evidence 
of it—and waited spontaneous action, firet of 
his profession and then of the world, to recog- 
hite his right. Nor did he ask for pecuniary 
reward. He desired the honorable fame—not 
pecuniary reward. He made no concealment 
of his discovery—applied for no patent, and 
gave openly and freely to the profession the 
knowledge of the greatest boon to suffering 
mankind—painiess travail to women, painless 
surgery to mankind. 

Let Georgia stand by her record of 1879: 
justice to her distinguished son, az well as 
state pride, demands that Georgia agsert the 
right of Long, and that the state place his 
statue where all the world will see and know 
that Georgia prociaime the right of her son. 
In thus honoring Long the state g>nors herself,

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TWO DROWN AT COLUMBUS 


Sim Milton, a White Man, and Wil- 
son Mingo, a Negro. 


THEIR BATEAU WAS CAPSIZED 


Brother of Milton’s Witnessed Acci- 
dent—Tried To Reach Unfortu- 
nate Men Before They Sank. 


Columbus, Ga., January 24.—(Special.)— 
Two more’ men were drowned in the 
Chattahoochee river at Columbus today, 
making a total to date of five for Jan- 
uary. Sim H. Milton, a white man, and 
three negroes, started across the river 
from Alabama in a bateau, just below the 
Eagle and Phenix dam. When near the 
Georgia shore the pat capsized in the 
rough water. Two of the negroes swam 
to a point of land near by, but Milton 
and one of the negroes, Wilson Mingo, 
were swevt down etream. 

Milton’s brother, W. J. Milton, was a 
horrified witness to the accident. He 
rushed down to a boat, at the edge of 
the river, hoping to push it out into the 
Stream and save his brother. Very un- 
fortunately the boat was chained to the 
shore and locked. With another man, 
Peter Riley, he sutceeded in breaking the 
lock and then pushed out into the swift 
current. The slight delay thus caused 
lost his*brother’s life, however; for when 
the boat was within a few feet of 
him he disappeared under the water and 
was drowned. His body has not yet 
been recovered. 

The negro, Mingo, was drowned a short 
distance farther down the stream. All 
the men were in the employ of the Eagle 
and Phenix milis, and were assisting in 
the work of remodeling the company’s 
water plant. Milton was a friction en- 
gineer. He came here a few months ago 
from Tallassee, Ala., where his father, 
S. W. Milton, lives. He was 25 years of 
age and leaves a wife and three children. 
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HENRY PARRIS IS ACQUITTED. 


He Killed Espasia Smith at Adairs- 
ville Last October. 


Cartersville, Ga., January 24.—(Special.). 
Henry Parris, arraigned on a charge of 
murder, was acquitted in his trial in 
the superior court today. The case oc- 
cupied two days and developed a great 
deal of interest. The jury was out only 
a short while. ; 

Parris killed Espasia Smith on the 
streets of Adairsville last October. The 
killing grew out of a dispute between 
the two men in A. S. Cox’s store. A 
book agent came in the store and tried 
to sell Smith a life of McKinley, at 
which he said hard words about the 
president and the republicans. Parris 
said his father was a republican, and 
remonstrated. Smith drew a_ pistol, 
which Cox took away from him. He 
went home and his brother’ returned 
with him. 

Parris took his stand on the sidewalk 
and watched the two men advance unti!! 
Espasia Smith drew his weapon. when 
he fired. Smith was carried into Bailey's 
meat market and died in a few minutes. 

Colonels A. S. Johnson and J. W. Par- 
ris ably represented Parris in the trial 
while the state was represented by Solici- 
tor General Maddox.

HE MADE TRIP OF WORLD 


William Smith Returns to Athens 
After Hi: Adventures. 


WHEELED THROUGH COUNTRY 


In Canada He Joined British Army 
and Joined in Honors to Duke 
and Duchess of Cornwall. 


Athens, Ga., January 24.—(Special.)— 
Willam M. Smith, a graduate of the 
University law school, who left Athens 
after commencement last year to make 
a trip of the world by luck and pluck, 
Spent Wednesday in Athens. 

The story of his travels is extremely 
interesting. He did not succeed in mak- 
ing a world trip, but he saw enough 
of it to give him an appetite for more, 
and he says that he will yet complete 
his trip. 

William Smith left Athens on June 4%, 
1991, mounted on his bicycle, and carry- 
ing with him his law diploma and $320 
in cash. Riding north, he made his 
way through South Carolina and North 
Carolina, working for his fare and pay- 
ing where he could not obtain work. 

Reaching Richmend he stopped there 
for a few days to. recuperate and to 
see the town. From this place he rode 
on through the cities of Baltimore? Phil- 
adelphia, Trenton, and other cities, and 
wound up in New York. Here he re- 
mained a week, taking in the town 
and posing most of the time a8 a neWs- 
boy. After seeing all he wanted of 
this town, he proceeded on his way 
through Canada, stopping at Montreal on 
September 9. ; 

Here he found occasion to join the 
Righty-fifth “nglish regiment, and took 
part in the er@tcises in honor of the 
duke and duchess of Cornwall and York, 
heirs to the British throne. Leaving the 
army he tried the navy for a while, ship- 
ping as a British sailor. Finally he 
reached Toronto, where he stayed three 
days, after which he again took to his 
wheel and wended his way to Buffalo, 
arriving there after the assassination 
of President McKinley and in the midst 
of the excitement occasioned by that 
act. The police of Buffalo were suspigious 
of every unusual looking character and 
Smith fell under this category, so he 
suffered the penalty, being arrested and 
taken to jail. After <stablishing his 
identity he was turned loose. 

He proceeded on his way across the 
Great Lakes to Chicago. Leaving there 
80 afterwards, with 90 cents in his 
nae ole he wheeled on through Indlana 
and Kentucky until he reached Louisville. 
From there he made his way to Louisi- 
ana, there working on sugar plantations. 
He crossed the Mississippi at New Or- 
leans and went on to Dallas, Tex. 

He reached Dallas with $1.08 and 
started out again on the road, this time 
toward Mexico, but being unable to 
speak Spanish and finding that the 
roads might be far better, he turned 
his course back to Georgia. 

He intended to travel through Mexico 
till he came to the City of Mexico, go- 
ing from there to Vera Cruz, and taking 
ship at that place for Cuba and Porto 
Rico. 

His adventures were interesting and 
novel to him and quite entertaining to 
others. He met with many incidents 
on the road out of which he could easily 
gather material for a first-class novel of 
adventure. His Georgia sweater attpacted 
atténtion everywhere and by nerve and 
push he got along fairly well. He slept 
wherever he was able to, ate what he 
could get, and is now none the worse for 
it. He made many friends in his trav- 
els, the chief of police of Chicago being 
especially attracted to him. On leaving 
this city he was presented with a pistol, 
both as an ornament and as a protecJon 
against less fortunate travelers. 

Wherever he went he attracted at- 
tention. meeting the different reporters in 
the cities, who at once gave him a write 
up. He has many of these, entertaining 
souvenirs in thmselves. He is a well 
drilled man, having held the position 
of a captain in the Dahlonega cadets and 
drilling in the Athens Guards. Wherev- 
er he had a chance he drilled with the 
militia of the towns he was in, win- 
ning the admiration of everyone. He 
intends to pfractice law in Atlanta and 
his push and enterprise will be of as- 
sistance to him.

The Fulton county reformatory for 
youthful criminals was yesterday formal- 
ly tendered to the county by J. A. Fisch- 
er, the contractor, as complete and ready 
for occupancy. The institution will be 
inspected and accepted by the county 
during the next two or three days, and 
it was announced yesterday afternoon 
that it will be opened and ready to begin 
its work of reformation within a week or 
ten days. | 

Judge Palmer will call the reformatory 
committee together and a conference 
will be held with the Architect, George 
Willson Stewart, to ascertain if the work 
has met the requirements of the con- 
tract. ; 

A committee from the Fulton county 
gTand jury, in company with Judge Pal- 
mer, yesterday visited the reformatory 
and made a thorough inspection of the 
different details. The grand jurors ex- 
pressed themselves as being greatly 
pleased, and, in fact, agreeably surpris- 
ed at the result of their inspection. The 
reformatory wil] be made the subject of 
a presentment by the grand jury, and 
the indications are that the report will 
commend it highly. 

Only white boys will be permitted to 


a 
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‘ become inmates of the reformatory at 


present. No provision has been made 
for negroes or females. And no boys 
can be sent to the institution until they 
have been convicted in one of the crimi- 
nal courts. When convicted of an of- 
Tense, instead of being sent to the peni- 
tentizry-or county chaingang, they will 
be. sentenced to the reformatory. 
Under a law enacted by the legisla- 
ture at its recent session, the sentence 
will be indefinite—tnat is, the boys will 
be kept in the reformatory until they 
reach the age of 21 years, unless sooner 
discharged. This was recommended as 


rr only successful plan for the institu- 
-tion.

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PART OF STOLEN 
FUNDS IS FOUND 


Messenger Alexander of Ar- 
my Pay Department Is 
in the Tower. 


CLAIMED HE FOUND $2,755 
OF THE MONEY IN A BOX 


Made Statement to Colonel Scully 
and Lieutenant Colonel Calef. 
Arrested and Sent to Jail 
in Default of Bail in 
Sum of $5,000. 


James H. Alexander, colored, messen- 
ger of the pay department of the United 
States army, in Atlanta, was committed 
to jail yesterday by United States Com- 
missioner O. C. Fuller on a warrant 
eharging him with the theft of govern- 
ment funds to the amount of $4,769 in de- 
fault of bail in the sum of $5,000. 

The arrest of Alexander and his incar- 
ceration followed closely upon the recov- 
ery of $2,75% of the stolen money, which 
was found by Alexander, so he claimed, 
in a box of @documents in the messenger’s 
room conxected with the paymaster’s of- 
fices in the Empire building. How it got 
there, of course, Alexander claimed he 
didn’t know and asserted the whole thing 
was a mystery to hit. ‘ 

The $2,755 recovered was a part of the 
$4,769 stolen from Major P, C. Stevens, 
paymaster at the time he went to Fort 
Barrancas, Pensacola, Fla., for the pur- 
pose of paying off the army post there, 

It was on Novembr 8 last that Major 
Stevens, in company with his clerk, started 
to the depot to take the train for Pen- 
gacola. Messenger Aiexander went along, 
carrying the major’s satchel containing 
the money, principally in currency. Al- 
exander did not show up promptly and 
when he was finally found the train was 
pulling out of the depot. 

Major Stevens took the satchel back to 
his office and locked it up in the safe. 
He left for Pensacola with the satchel on 
the early morning train and on his arrival 
there he opened it and found the money 
gone. Major Stevens returned to Atlan- 
ta November 10. 

Messenger Alexander was placed under 
arrest and there was found on his per- 
son u key which would open the satchel 
in which the money wae carried. Appa- 
rontly there was no other evidence 
against him, and he was released, being 
cautioned to keep his ¢yes open and see if 
he could locate any of the stolen funds. 

Part of the Money Found. 

On January 10 Mayor Stevens left the 

city, returning on Jaruary il. It was on 


the morning cf the llth, while Major Ste- , 


vens was still away from his office, that 
Alexander claims he found the §$2,755, and 
reported the matter to Colonel James 
Scully. 

Alexander then made a statement to 
Colonel Scully and [seutenant. Colonel J. 
H.Calef for Major Stevens. He says in that 
@tatement he had been cautioned to keep 
on the lookout for the lost money, and 
that he had done so. He then proceeds 
to tell how, on the morning of January 
ll, he was attending to his usual work in 
his room when he had occasion to open 
a certain ohest or box used for carrying 
imporant documents and papers. The 
papers in the box seemed to be scattered 
about promiscuously, he said, and under- 
neath some of those on tup he noticed 
something that looked like currency. He 
found on inspection that it was money, 
and reported his find to Colonel Scully, 
making the statement the substance of 
which is here given. 

The matter was kept quiet for some 
days while the case was b@ng, worked 
cn, and the facts were only made public 
yesterday. 

The arrest of -Alexander followed and 
he is now in jail because he cannot give 
bond for $5,000. The preliminary hearing 
has been set by Commissioner Fuller for 
Monday afterncon at 3 o'clock. 

Alexander has been connected with the 
army pay department as messenger for 
eighteen years and some surprise {is oc- 
casioned by his arrest on charges of theft 
from the government. 

The loss of the $4,769 at the time Major 
Stevens went to Pensacola was quite a 
sensation at the time, and since then 
seemed to have been involved in much 
mystery. 

The government officials feel satisfied 
now that they have got the right man, 
and it is hoped that still more of the lost 
funds“will be found later.

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HARDWICK HITS - 
BACK AT FLEMING 


Interesting Tilt Between Two 
Candidates in Tenth 
District. 


SAYS HE HAS THE RIGHT 
TO ASPIRE TO OFFICE 


Denies He Was in Any Way Per- 
sonal Toward Fleming in His 
Letter Announcing His 
Candidacy for 


Congress. 


Augusta, Ga., January 24.—(Special.)— 
In a two column letter, dated at Sanders- 
ville, and furnished to The Augusta Even- 
ing Herald today, Mr. Hardwick replies 
in breezy style to Congressman Fiem- 
ing’s announcement, which he says was 
in “reality purely and simply an answer 
to mine and an attack upon my publice 
career.” He says his own announcement 
Was not personal and did not mention Mr. 


Fleming’s mame. He does not regard it as 
@ matter of “withdrawing support’’ from 
Mr. Fleming, but “acted on the assump- 
tion that every two years there was a 
vacancy, and that any citizen of the dis- 


trict had a right to aspire to this high and 
honarable office without putting himself 
ir. the invidious position of asking the 
people to “withdraw their support from 
another aspirant.’’ 

He did not consider Mr. Fleming a 
“great figure in national politics,’’ or 
engaged in any great undertaking that 
would make his retirement hurtful to the 
public interests. He thought any good 
man in the district could answer letters, 
make a few speeches and distribute seeds 
and none could do less. 

“I merely mention these things to show 
how utterly ridiculous, under existing cir. 
cumstances, all this contention about 
‘great experience.’ ‘long service,’ etc., 
really is.”

says: 
OD, oie of the fourteenth 
amendment is that it takes away from 
the several states the precious right of 
local self-government and concludes with 
the threat that the representation in 
congress of the several states in which 
the negroes are disfranchised shall be re- 
duced. I thought from Mr. Fleming's 
warm resolution, in answer to that of 
Mr. Moody, of Massachusetts, that he 
Was opposed to such a course, but his 
opposition to the repeal of the amend- 
ment, which makes it possible for con- 
gress to so wrong and humiliate our sis- 
ter southern states would seem to indi- 
cate that he is only in favor of apply- 
ing it to the north as well as to the 
south. Mr. Fleming admits that he 
thinks that the fifteenth amendment was 
a fearful mistake, but neglects to tell 
the people whether or not he is among 
the ‘some who believe that mistake 
might still be wisely corrected.’

Hardwick’s Legislative Career. 

Mr. Hardwick says he welcomes the at- 
tack on his legislative record, and inti- 
mates that while his disfranchisement 
bill failed of passage, it bore fruit in 
white primaries, and when these fail to 
accomplish the purpose negro disfran- 
crisement will come, “‘whether I am in 
private life, in the legislature, or in con- 
gress, whether I am alive or dead.” He 
concludes as follows: 

“No man can read Mr. Fleming's an- 
nouncement without drawing from it the 
irresistible conclusicn that, in the opinion 
of the writer—and that cpinion is hardly 
conceded with due modesty—he is the 
statesrran v'ho ‘studies and _ thinks,’ cf 
‘expert knowledge and practical sense,’ 
ard that I am the ‘politician who deceives 
himself and his people into chasing rain- 
bows and political illusions’—that he has 
that ‘confidence that springs from knowl- 
that which ‘springs from 
lack of knowledge.’ I propose to give the 
white voters of this district a chance to 
pass on this among other issues, and {I 
am glad that there are issues between us 
which will, cr ought, to elevate this con- 
test above the level of an appeal for 
office, upon personal grounds, on both 
sides, and it shall not be my fault if the 
peop'e all over the tenth are not per- 
mitted to hear these questions discussed 
by Mr. Fleming and myself, face to face; 
fcr, since he has taken sharp issue with 
the principl¢és in which I most ardently 
believe, I have asked him to discuss them 
with me before the peopiec, and 1 credit 
him with fal:ness enough to see the jus- 
tice of my challenge, and political cour- 
age encugh to pick up the gauntlet I 
have flung at his feet.

LOYALISTS JOINING THE BOERS 


Recent Executions by the British 
Have Caused Very Bitter Feel- 
ing Against Invaders. 


London, January 25.—The Daily News 
has published from its correspondent at 
The Hague, whom it claims to be 
very accurate, the following dispatch 
taken from private advices: 

‘News from South Africa has reached 
Milady circles here that the power of the 
Poers over Cape Colony is increasing 
daily; that the rebellion is constantly 
spreading and that the colonists are join- 
ing the Boers in steadily increasing num- 
bers. The executions of Commandant 
Lotter and Commandant Scheepers have 
had the result of deciding the loyalists to 
join the Boers, whose position is persist- 
ehtly reported to be more favcrable than 
ever. 

“The same private advices assert that 
the British suffered a dozen defeats from 
September to November, 1901, of which no 
@iention is made in Lord Kitchener’s re- 
ports.”’ 

The News, commenting or this dispatch, 
says that ‘its statements are probably ex- 
aggerated, but is of the opinion that the 
denial by Mr. Balfour, the leader in the 
house of commors for the liberals, that 
there had been any overtures for peace, 
points to the fact that Boers believe their 
position to be ‘ess desperate than is 
generally supposed. 

A. J. Balfour, the government leader. 
made a comprehersive denial in the house 
of commons ‘today of stories of negotia- 
tions for peace in South Africa. He de- 
cared that since the negotiaticns between 
Lord Kitchener and General Botha no 
proposals having in view the termination 
of the war had been received from any 
one professing to have the authority of 
the Boer leaders to make proposals anid 
that no discussions looking to peace were 
now proceeding. 


ROOSEVELT IS FOR IRELAND. 


That Statement Made by O’Connor 
in the Commons. 

London, January 24.—E. P. O'Connor, 
Irish nationalist, adopted a strong speech 
in the house of commons today, In sup- 
port of John Redmond’s amendment to 
the address in reply to the speech from 
the throne. 

Mr. O'Connor made a spécial point of 
the recent reception of the Irish dele- 
gates in the United States by President 
Roosevelt, who, he said, was in thorough 
Sympathy with the Irish movement, and 
by the Canadian premier, Sir Wilfred 
Laurier, who, he added, held the same 
views. The speaker . further asserted 
that the greatest of all obstacles to a 
good understanding between the United 
States and Great Britain was the Irish 
question. 

John Morley supported the amendment, 
which was rejected by a vote of 237 to 134.

STORY OF COLONEL BURTON 


He Makes Sensational Statements 
Regarding the Use of the 
Cuban Funds. 


Havana, January 24.—In the hearing 
today of the charges growing out of the 
Cuban postal frauds, Colonel Crarles H. 
Burton, formerly inspector general of the 
Givision of Cuba, testified to having male 
an investigation of the Cuban postal de- 
partment, during which he had found ir- 
regularities ir. the auditor's office, shuw- 
ing double cred'ts amounting to $15,009. 
His examination of the books of C. F. W. 
Neely, he said, disclosed the provable 
embezzlement of $45,006 during the months 
of January, February and March of 1900 
and a total embezzlement of about 310).- 
000 since July, 1899. 

Cofonel Burton testified that he had 
asked Estes G. Rathbcne about the burn- 
ing of the stamps and that Rathbone 
had told him he had talked the matter 
over with General John R. Brooke, for- 
meéerly military governor of Cuba. who 
had consented thereto. Colonel Burton 
said General Brooke told him that Rath- 
bone had not spoken to him about the 
matter. Colcne! Burton admitted that 
Rathbone had the right to burn these 
stamps. without. the consent of General 
Brooke. 

Cross-examined, Colenel Burton said he 
had bought a carriage fron: the insular 
funds. He had put in a bath tub and 
a heater in his private house, payment 
for which was also made ‘rom the in- 
sular funds. Other army officers, he 
said, had done the same. 


FRANCE FLOUTED BY CASTRO. 


Venezuelan President Prevents M. 
Secrestat from Landing. 
Willemstad, Island of Curaceva, January 
24.—In spite of the protests made by the 
French consul, President Castro has sus- 
tained the action of the Venezuelan au- 
thorities at LaGuayra, who refused to 
permit M. Secrestat, Jr., of Bordeaux, to 
land, although the government had previ- 
ously assured the consul that the traveler 

might debark. 

It is held by the authorities that while 
the French line steamer St. Laurent, on 
which M. Secrestat was a passenger, was 
at Fort de France( island of Martinique, 
or at the island pf Trinidad, he conferred 
with General Matos, the revolutionary 
leader. The consul made inquiries on the 
subject which established the fact thae 
General Matos was not at Marginique or 
Trinidad when the St. Laurent touched at 
those islands. 

It is claimed that this incident makes it 
necessary for the French government to 
take the steps necessary to cause French 
citizens to be represented and it is be- 
lieved the French cruisers Tage and 
Suchet, now at Fort de France, will re- 
ceive orders to go, to LaGuayra. The 
Fench cruiser D’Estes is at Curapano, a 
seaport town in the state of Bermuds. 
Venezuela. 


COLOMBIAN REBELS BEATEN. 


Rumor to That Effect Gains Currency 
at Panama. 


Panama, Colombia, January 2%4.—A re- 
port has reached here that the forces un- 
der the Colombian general, Castro, had 
an engagement with the troops under 
the revolutionary leader, General Her- 
rera, in the neighbabhood of Agua Dulce, 
in the vicinity of Las Tablas in the 
Azuero peninsula, southwest of Panama, 
in which the revolutionary forces were 
defeated. Confirmation of this report is 
awaited.

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AFTER CONVICTING HUSBAND 
JURY RAISES FUND FOR WIFE 


An interesting story came to Hight yes- 
terday afternoon in Judge Candler’s 
court, showing an instance where jus- 
tice, mercy and generosity had been dis- 
pensed by a jury during the week. The 
incident was revealed when a fund of $30 
was delivered to Assistant Solicitor John 
Monaghan to be paid to Mrs. S. N. Laws, 
whose husband was convicted of larceny 
after trust. The money was a donation 
to Mrs. Laws from the jury that had 
found her husband guilty. 

On the trial of the case sufficient evi- 
dence was adduced to convince the twelve 
men that Laws was guilty. It further de- 
veloped that Laws was an employee of a 
cotton mill, earning a limited salary; that 
fie had been unable to make bond, and 
that as a result his family is now in des- 
tiitue circumstances. The trial revealed 
a pathetic state of affairs and the jury, 
Judge Candler, Solicitor Hill and those 
in the court room were touched by it. ‘The 
sympathy of the court officials went out 
to the sad-hearted wife, to whom the al- 
leged wrongdoing of her husband had 
brought suffering, but the evidence was 
there and they could not throw it aside. 

Ir. his speech to the jury Solicitor Hill 
commented on the fact that people in 
this world cannot suffer alone for their 
sins. On retiring to the jury room, the 


| 


twelve men considered the testimony 
closely, probably hoping they could find — 
some leophole by which they could clear 
the defendant. The offense was a trivial 
one, but the jurors had sworn to mete out 
justice and they wrote on the back of the 
indictment a verdict of guilty. 

It was then that a feeling of mercy as- 
serted itself, and the verdict was amend- 
ed by the addition of a recommendation 
that the offense be treated as a misde- 
meanor. When the verdict was published 
in court, Judge Candler, too, was merci- 
ful and he gave Laws a light sentence— 
three months in the county chaingang. 

After justice had been done, the jury- 
men thought of the wife, who, if any- 
thing, was the greater sufferer of the two 
by the conviction. The generous-hearted 
jurymen then started a subscription 
among themselves for the destitute fam- 
‘ly, and contributions were freely made. 
It was only a short while until $30 had 
been raised. 

The money was turned into court with 
the specific instructions that no part of it 
was to be devoted to the paying of a fine 
for Laws and that none of it was to go to 
him, but that ever cent was to be de- 
livered to Mrs. Laws. It will be sent to 
Mrs. Laws today by a bailiff of the court 
—to gladden her heart and carry a ray of 
happiness into her home.

STATUS OF ALBANY 
COMMERCIAL BANK 


Error Made in Figures Given at Time 
of Bank’s Suspension. 


WAS ANOTHER BANK’S REPORT 


Statement Showing Condition of-the 
Commercial Bank on September 
5, 1001, and on Day of 
Suspension—Creditors 
To Be Paid.

In a recent account of the suspension 
of the Commercial bank, of Albany, pub- 
lished on January 18, it seems an error 
was made in the figures showing the 
status of the -bank when semi-annual 
statements were called for-last Septem- 
ber. Parties connected with the bank 
consider’ that the publication of those 
figures did them an injustice, giving a 
wholly wrong impression, to the effect 
that the bank was at that time in a 
better condition than it really was. 

The figures published at that time were 
secured from the state treasury depart- 
ment, and were given to the representa- 
tive of The Constitution by State Treas- 
urer Park. According to Cashier 8. G. 
Turner, of the Commercial bank, the er- 
ror was in using the figures of another 
bank, the Exchange bank, of Albany, 
the figures of both being close together 
on the state treasurer's report. 

The facts of the situation are given in 
the following letter from Cashier Turner 
to The Constitution. The status of the 
Commercial bank In September, and at 
the time of suspension, is given for com- 
parison: 

What Cashier Turner Says. 

Editor Constitution: In ‘your issue of Jan- 
vary 18, you give a statement of the cond!l- 
tion of the Commercial bank on September 5, 
1901, and state that Treasurer Park was sur- 
prised at our suspension as the bank made such 
a fine showing on that date. You then give a 
statement of the condition of Exchange Bank 
of Albany. Captain Park evidently got hold 
ef the wrong statement if he gave you the fig- 
ures. The statement of the Commercial bank 
was ag follows:

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er before the coming democratic primary. 
It has been thought for some days that 
Mr. Beck would be in the race, and only 
the other day he made it known at the 
capitol that he intended to run and said 
his announcement would soon appear. 
Rev. Mr. Beck was born in Hancock 


county. He graduated from Mercer unil- 
versity in 1870. He was connected with 
The Christian Index fog two years after 
graduation. Phough a Baptist pastor at 
Milledgeville, Eatonton, Monticello and 
Lithonia for many years, he has also been 
a teacher and closely identified with edu- 
cational work. He taught languages at 
Eatonton and after his removal to De- 
Katb county founded the DeKalb sem!- 
nary. He was for twelve years a trus- 
tee of Mercer university. He has held 
his present position as county school com- 
missioner of DeKalb for the last two 
vears. 

With Mr. Beck in the race and Merritt, 
of Valdosta, besides State School Com- 
missioner Glenn, who will be a candidate 
for re-election, the race promises to be 
quite an interesting one. 

What Mr. Beck Says. 

Mr. Beck's announcement to the pub- 
lic is as follcws: 

Decatur, Ga., January 24, 1902. 
To the People of. Georgia: 

In announcing myself a candidate for 
the office of state schocl commisgioner, 
subject to the democratic primary, it is 
due to you that I state clearly the pur- 
poses that would guide me, if elected to 
office. 

Uniform System of Common Schools. 


Our state constitution declares that 
“there Sell be a thorough system of 
common schools for the education of chil- 
dren in the elementary branches of an 
English education only, as nearly uniform 
as practicable.’’ This provision is based 
upon the accepted principle that the 
safety of a republican government rests 
in an educated citizensnip, as well as 
upon the truth also that a child thor- 
oughly instructed in these elementary 
branches has opened to him the avenues 
to success in the fields of higher learn- 
ing, in professional life and in the world 
cf business. The great need of today is 
to carry out this provision of the consti- 
tution, made for our children and adapted 
to our conditions. It may b2 very pleas- 
ant to dream of What may come to pass 
fifty years hence, and to talk iearnedly 
of foreign methods in school work: but 
there can be no wisdom in trying to graft 
upon us the methods of natlons or sec- 
tions whose conditions and genius ..re 
wholly different from our own. 

The problem before us is to organiz> a 
system of common schools—a system that 
shall be uniform, carrying the same ben- 
cfits to every county, to every communi- 
ty, whether in town or country. -It {s 
straining the word to call what we now 
have a system of common schools, an 
utter abuse of language to claim that 
we have a uniform system. Many of our 
towns and cities and a few of our cvun- 
ties have puklic school systems; but the 
claim that the state has a uniform sys- 
tem of schools resta upon no fountlation 
except the bare facts that the examina- 
tion questions come from the same place, 
echool reports go to the game office, and 
the publie sthool fund is paid out of a 
common treesury. 


Uniform School Beoks. 


I favor, without any hesitation, the 
adoption of uniform text books fur the 
common schools of Georgia, and for the 
following récsons: Such a measure 
would relieve the large and growing 
tenant class of our citizens of much In- 
convenience and expense. Througa 
changes in ownership of land and from 
cther ecruses these worthy people and 
many other classes are cften forced t 
remove from one county to another, an 
almost as, often find it necessary to pur- 
chase a new supply of school books. 2. 
The adoption of this plan would lift from 
all the school patrons of Georgia a heavy 
burden by lowering the cost of school 
books. 3%. Uniformity of books is one 
step, and, as many think. an absolutely 
necessary sten, toward a uniform system 
ef schools. I take chis position with the 
full knowledge that, in some quarters, 
it will develop cpposition, ond vet with 
ro feeling on my pais of antagonism to 
school book publishers. We shall need 
just as manv and just as good books 
under.the new rlan as under the old. 


Regular Payment of Teachers. 


If elected, I shall do all within the 
power of an administrative officer to se 
cure the regular and prombt paymen: of 
the common school teachers.

HURTS YIEWS ON 
QUESTION OF TAXES 


Former Street Railway Magnate Ad- 
dressed Committee Thursday. 


FAVORS FAIR PLAY TO ALL 


A Number of Members of Council 
at Close of the Meeting Told 
Mr. Hurt That They Would 
Follow Out His 
Ideas. 


At the meeting of the council special 
tax committee on the 2d, on motion of 
Councilman LaHatte, Mr. Joel Hurt was 
requested to address the committee, giv- 
ing his views on the matter of consolidat- 
ing the street railway. properties. 

Before Mr. Hurt began Councilman 
Beck stated that he thought the com- 
mittee ought to hear from Mr. Hurt and 
anybody else on the subject, and stated 
that he had a plan to present for con- 
sideration in connection with the other, 
viz: That the $50,000 payment stand as 
provided, and that beginning with 193 
the city. base its tax upon these corpora- 
tions at the rate of 1 per cent upon the 
gross receipts up to the first million dol- 
lars, and 6 per cent additiona! upon the 
excess gross receipts of that amount. 

Chairman Howell then called on Mr. 
Hiurt for an address. Mr. Hurz responded 
as follows: 

“Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the 
Committee—It was not my desire to be 
heard before this committee. I had not 
expected to say anything on this subject 
unless’ perchance such an agreement 
should be prepared and favored which 
would appear to be against the public in- 
terest. I have not apprehended that such 
a condition would arise, hence I had not 
expected to talk at all on the subject; but 
as the request has been made, I deem it 
my duty to respond, in the interest of 
fairness, in the interest of right and in 
the public interest. 

“IT am not prepared to’discuss what you 
have agreed upon, because I have not at- 
tended your deliberations. I have only 
gathered some of its features through the 
newspapers, and I do not know what are 
the wishes of the parties representing the 
corporationa, What I may say may. 
therefore, be understood as simply the 
expression of an opinion by ‘a person who 
would like to see justice done and the 
city proteated. 

“As a citizen I happened to be here day 
befcre yesterday for a few minutes, and 
some gentleman came near mé and spoke 
to Mr. Atkinson and joked him, as I 
understood, on the change of his position 
in regard to the question of consolidation 
within the past year. I replied to the 
gentleman: ‘Tempora mutautur et nos 
riatamur.’ As the members of this com- 
mittee are all Latin scholars a transia- 
tion is unnecessary. So far as I am con- 
cerned, gentlemen, if-I know myself, [ am 
practically in the same state of mind ce- 
garding the importance of consolidation 
as I was two years ago. 

“T do not know that Mr. Atkinson him- 
self has any interest in the Atlanta Rail- 
way and Power Ccmpany. I have had 
no transaction with him. I sold, répre- 
senting the majority interest of the At- 
lanta Railway and Power Company, to 
gentlemen who irtend, as I believe, to 
treat the city fairly. Tnoerefore what I 
say, I want it understood, is in discharge 
also of a duty which I feel 1 owe to the 
purchasers of our interest; not to secure 
to them any interest whatever that they 
should not have, but the rights they have 
purchased of us. We had certain rights. 
We were enjoying those rights and as 
purchasers they ought to have the beneiit 
of them. 

As to Consolidation. 

“As to the question of consolidation of 
the properties there can be no dispute 
about that in my mind. 1 was satisfied 
about it in 1889 when I made a speech 
then before the committee considering the 
applications of the Collins Park Railroad 
Company. At that time one of the coun- 
se] on the other side, Judge Hopkins, in 
opening his remarks, used about this lan- 
guage: ‘I love this city; it has been good 
to me. I have served it in pain during the 
best years of my life.’ 

‘I think 1 can say that I feel just aa 
kindly and as affectionately toward the 
city of Atlanta as Judge Hopkins. The 
difference between his attitude then and 
mine now is that he was then speaking 
tor an interest for which he Was paid. 1 
have no interest in this matter save as a 
citizen. I have not a dollar’s interest in 
eitner ot these properties. 

“You gentiemen were put on potice 
some time ago that if condemnation 
rights were persisted in by the city it 
would affect materially the interests 
which 1 represented, and you were put 
on notice tnat those interests might be 
parted with, and it might result in the 
consolidation of the properties, and hence 
what hag come has come with due no- 
tice. 

‘i do not believe anybody ought to fight 
this matter and legislate upon it with 
respect to the past. It is the future and 
the present which you have to consider. 
lf wrong has been done, it is not your 
province to correct it by inflicting an ad- 
ditional wrong, and hence I take it that 
it will be your purpose to legislate on 
these properties de novo in view of the 
lights now before you. With that in 
view, what I may say may be divided 
into three divisions: 

“First, any amendment or consent 
which ig requested, tliat is in-the inter-st 
both of the corporations and the city. 
There can be no dispute that uny prop- 
osition which upon its face appears to 
be in the interest of both parties you 
cught not to object to, because the bur- 
den is upon you to legislate just as much 
in the interest of the eorporation @s tu 
Iegislate in the interest of any citizen 
in Atlanta. They have paid their taxes 
end are serving the public, and you ought 
to = them every conside-ation. 

“Second, any amendment which may 
be requested which is in the common 
interest of both the corporation and not 
against the public good. The maiter 
which you have up now comes und-r 
that head. 

“The third division is, any cuncession 
which may be requested which is in con- 
fict with the pubhc interest. I do not 
think we ought to make a concesssion of 
that kind, unless in vour judgment it its 
absolutely demonstrated that you are get- 
ting tte best of the bargain. I look at 
this matter in abovt this way: Here are 
these prcperties. They have come here 
under the rights granted to them. They 
have no right to request any change or 
modificetion of those rights, but they 
come and ask certain modifications either 
in the interest of the public or in their 
own intcrest which is not in conflict with 
the public, or in the commen Interest cf 
the public and the corporations. If they 
ask. anvthing in confiict with the publie 
interest, I take it that you will not con- 
s‘der their request. 

“Now, there has been somethin« eatd 
abcut <he question of taxation, the 1d 
valcrem tax and tre Income tax. I hope 
you gentiemen will not forget what I 
stated in the onutset—that 1 am only. iin- 
dertaking to express an opinion. from 
honest ecnvictions. and vou will only give 
it that consideration which it deserves;, 
rot that I would undertake to dictate to 
this committee, if I hid the rich: to do 
it. or to advise. You, having had al) the 
light befcre you, can act In your best 
judgment. 

‘‘Ag to the ad vale’ tax. I 49 not be- 
lieve that the ree of the petitioners 
in this respect is,a.asonable. T do not 
think it eught ts be granted. I 4o not 
think the city ought to bind itself down 
to any particular valuation on these 
rroperties for any number of years. It 
is not rersonable, and not in accordance 
with the returns made throug¢hout the 
state on all other properties, and I should 
strike that feature from the report 4&lto- 
gether. 

“A member of this committee. who was 
a member of the committee Inst vear 
that apenas before the comptrotier 
general in the interest of having the as- 
sessments on the Atlanta Railway ‘und 


Power Company raised, will bear me out 
that the position which I took then was 
the same as the I now take. 


The Franchise Tax. 

“A franchise tax in Georgia is a thing 
which ought never to be passed, as I see 
it. By it you will drive away invest- 
ments which are intended to build up 
this state. If a party invests In a cor- 
poration, whatever he may make out 
ef it which you would t2rm a franchise, 
be is entitled to fcr the risk he iakes, 
and if vou get returns on the actual in- 
vestment, that is enough to ask. 

“I think the ad valorem tax ought to 
take care of itself. Sufficient unto the day 
is the evil therecf.. From time to time 
these matters regulate th@mselves, ac- 
cording to the circumstances that you 
cannot control or foresee, and I do not 
think it is right to bind the city down to 
a limit on the ad valorem tax. 

“Now if the ad valorem tax takes care 
of itself, what is there in the percentage 
tex? This is a case wherein the city 
loses nothing but hopes to gain some- 
tring. This is a proposition which is 
against the company, in Neu of the right 
which they ask for, that of consolidation, 
end which appears to me Is in the common 
interest of everybody. It is in the com- 
mon interest of the public and the rail- 
way companies, and I think I can demon- 
strate that to any man who has any 
doubt about it af ail’. 

“The results of conscidation in all cities 
always inure to the benefit of the public. 
I mean consolidation which does not so 
bottle up the city, nor so hamper future 
grents and legislation and rights as that 
other people may not come in and build. 
Therefore, if consolidation is in the in- 
terest of everybody, why should you ob- 
ject ro it? There is no argument against 
it. Then why object? Solely because you 
think that by consenting you are going to 
confer a benefit upon the petitioners? 
Well, if that be true, and they are 
willing to grant some concession, you are 
just that much the gainer. You are out 
nothing. provided you do not tle your 
hands against future legislation. 

‘“‘Now, as to what these companies can 
afford to do, I take it that anvone en- 
joving the benefits of doing business on 
the streets, and occupying the streets, 
owes to the public a return for them. 
The return you are now getting is a 
large one, You are getting hundreds of 
thousands of dojilars paid into your treas- 
ury. and disbursed by you for paving. 
That is an enormous return, and it has 
been such a tax upon the companies as 
at times to almost destroy their existence. 
It is not necessary: to go into evidence 
on that question. It is a notorious fact 
that except for the support from private 
interests, these companies could not have 
existed in the past and paid a dividend. 
At one time I mortgaged my property in 
order to pay the paying on Peachtree 
street, for which the company was liable. 

Companies Do Pay. 

“To say these companies enjoy these 
benefits without any ray is preposterous, 
and nobody can fairly take that stand. 
The companies took a great risk in build- 
ing these lines several years ago, and they 
had hopes of a harvest in the future. If 
the harvest is coming in the near future, 
whv shouldn't they be entitled to it? 

“Now I take it that in addition to the 
paving and the ad valorem tax, there !s 
ro other tax which you could put upon 
these companies. 

“If the owners are willing to make some 
concession. it must be in’ view of the 
fact thet the city is growing, and they ex- 
pect to make more profits in the future 
and are willing to share with the city. 

‘In 1899 I made a proposition to the 
city, the like of which you will never 
have duplicated. It was to divide the in- 
come on these properties with the city 
of Atlanta beyond a sufficient amount to 
take care of the tixed charges as then ex- 
istead and a reasonable dividend on the 
stock. I. stated at the time that I felt 
that we could afford to do it, and that I 
felt that it was a pleasure for me to have 
the privilege of making such a proposition 
to the city of Atlanta. Judge Hopkins 
made a very able speech, in which he ex- 
posed the whole matter as a trick upon 
the city. He said Massachusetts, the 
state i quoted from, was in favor of a 
monopoly, while Georgla was against it; 
that I had explained what Massachusetts 
wanted and had taken the position that 
Massachusetts had assumed, but that we 
lived in Georgia and were in a very dif- 
fercnt attitude. I disagreed with the 
judge. I never had an opportunity to re- 
ply to him and I never did; but, gentle- 
men, the state of Massachusetts is the 
best governed state today in America, and 
there is not a distinguished statesman or 
lawver who will deay that proposition. 

“The stock of the Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company is worth, say par, if 
you run it, say five years. Take it as it 
is, and it is worth very little indeed at 
this time. Although, I want to say here, 
that the condition of the Atlanta Rail- 
way and Power Company has not been 
so precarious as I have heard through 
rumors that were stated to me. The At- 
lanta Railway and Power Company needs 
more money. A great deal more ought 
to be expended on it, and every dollar 
that can be derived from these proper- 
ties ought to be spent on the properties 
during the next five years, to do jastice 
to the public. Good service is what you 
are aiming at. The compensation to the 
city is not only in the paving and good 
service, but it is in the fact of a re- 
duced rate of fare to the company’s pa- 
trons. 

“The benefits today to you or to any 
man living on any of these lines is that 
he can, by the use of transfers, walk 
out of his house and take a choice of 
thirty-five lines running in various direc- 
tions in front of his house. The ques- 
tion of the smal! income on these prop- 
erties is a mere bagatelle to good ser- 
vice. 

“T do not think you ought to ask any 
concession which would be a hardship 
vpor the company simply because you 
have a right to object to consolidation. 

The Income Tax. 

‘Now, as to an income tax, it ought to 
be upon the receipts derived inside the 
city. It ought not to be upon the whole 
properties, When you fix an: income tax 
upon the whole properties, I mean those 
outside as well as those inside the city, 
you immediately fix an embargo upon 
the extension of these lines into the com- 
munities around Atlanta. If you have 
got to put the income tax upon them at 
all, put it upon the properties in 
city, but do not say to a railroad that 
is going through Decatur or Kast Point 
that if its road goes there you put a 
penalty unon it for the benefit of At- 
lanta. These other towns want some 
benefit themselves, and the general law 


may give it to them. 


“It would be a piece of assumption for 
the city of Atlanta to undertake to tax 
the properties all around her. 

Councilman Reed—“‘Mr. Hurt, it seems 
to me that the city tax upon the out- 
side lines would operate very materially 
to discourage extensions."’ 

Mr. Hurt—"Tt certainly wowld do that.” 

Councilman Key—‘Mr. Hurt, do you 
think we should decline to accept this 
percentage tax?” 

Mr. Hurt—“‘No: I think you ought to 
get all you reasonably can.” 

Mr. Hurt then continued: 

“Gentiemen, I am telling you what I 
think about this matter. as a man who 
hee devoted twelve vears’ time to it. 

“Now. what can they afford to pay? In 
answer to that, they cannot afford to pay 
you one dollar for several years to come. 
Every cent that will be realised from 
these properties In the way of an income, 
they will need to put upon the proner- 
ties to give vou good service. Anvthing 
they will give you out of that will he 
that much «ain. and I would take ft, pro- 
vided T did not cripple the properties. 

‘“T think after three years 1 per cent 
would be a full requirement as an income 
tax on these proverties. Tf think after 
five years’ time. if you could agree upan 
a basie of 2 per cent income tax you 
would get then what Massachusetts gets 
for the whole life of a corporation.

Mr. Hurt—‘‘My opinion is that you nad 
befter not get a dollar of tax than to 
impair the service and reduce the pay of 
employees for the sake ¢f income. . But, 
gentlemen, you have an opportunity to 
get something more, and 1 ssy get it, but 
be reasonable about it. 

“If you can get 2 per cent starting ‘ive 
vears from now and seave your ad valo- 
rem tax free, you will do well. Two per 
cent on a million dollars five vears from 
now would give you §20,000 a year more. 
If you can get more than that, apd they 
are willing to pay it, I tell ycu to take it. 
If vou can leave the ad valorem tax out 
and get 2 per cent, I would say to take it’ 

if you can get 3 per cent, why, do 
that. 

‘There is not a man in the city of At- 
lantn who can tell vou that I have ad- 
vocentéd any particular plan for the gset- 
tlement cf this question. I did not

“Now. as to a percentage tax: how a 
vou going to arply the percentag: tax? 
The Massachusetts rule is a good one. It 
is the best rule I have seen at all. They 
have fixed 2 percentage tax of 2 per cent. 
That applies to the municipality. acecord- 
ing to the number of miles of track in 
the municipality. 

“Ten years from today the _ receipts 
from these railways outside of the city 
will be far greater than inside the eitv. 
If these neighboring towns will hold out 
to the railways. ‘We wilt ant tax vou for 
coming here,’ that may be taker as some 
compengation for going there and bearinc 
the burden. 

“Katimate the mileage in the citv, in- 
clu‘ine double tracks, and if the mileage 
inside the city is 70 per cent of the antira 
eyatem, the grose recefpt tax should be 
levied upon only 70 per cent of the «ross 
receipts.”’ 

Counciiman Kev—‘Mr. Hrrt. what do 
vou think of granting the right to trans- 
port parcel frelehf in the city?” 


As to Freight Rights. 


Mr. Hurt—“I thank you for that «eng- 
gestion, as that is a matter I would like 
to say a word about. Now. In this agree- 
ment TIT see a provision to prohibit corpes- 
rations from hauline freight. Why should 
vou atrike that? For thirty vears thease 
properties have had the right to haul 
freight. Heve they ever abused it? They 
are not going to abuse it; but as thev 
extend into the country that privilege i« 
going to be resorted to In the Interest of 
the people living on the line. The At- 
lanta Ra'iway and Power Company has 
Leen in the hahit of running a milk train, 
and the milk f« freth a¢ it cames from 
the cow. ani not jolted wp. az in a 
wagon. and it is brought here for lees 
than one-fifth of what it coct« to send it 
by wagon. A party out in the country 
might have trinks out there that. he 
wants to bring in. and whv shouldn't he 
have the right to do that?

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‘In Atlanta there has not been occa- 
sion to haul regular fretght cars exc2pt 
in the case of Rock street, where the 
Rapid Transit compary wanted to haul 
freight and the city of Atlanta granted 
them that privilege. Tifey cannot ha‘il 
freight through this city and worrv peo- 
ple, because the city woule stop tt. If 
they can inaugurate any kind of service 
and give the people a benefit, the streets 
are here for that purpose, and this cor- 
poration is one of a kind that the peonle 
have a right to demand certain service 
from. 

“T expect myself to get a large benefit 
from that source in the next few years, 
I have no interest in the street railways, 
but I simply want their service.” . 

Councliman Key—‘‘I will state that I 
favored the proposition, provided it was 
so stipulated that the city should have 
control over this service. In other words, 
I was not willing to give them the priv- 
illege to run their cars ad libitum over 
the streets of the city. Mr. Hurt, do 
vou think it is objectionable to put in 
there that the city shall at all times 
have the right to control this matter; 
that is, as to the police regulations?’ 

Mr. Hurt—‘‘The eity ought never to give 
away her rights to control these matters 
as to use of the streets, If the legisla- 
ture should ever establish a commission 
giving them the right to say what kind 
of service should be rendered, they would 
have a right and you should not have this 
right.”’ 

Councilman Reed—“In regard to this 
matter of hauling freight; isn't it profita. 
ble to have competition among electric 
railways and the steam railroads in the 
matter of freight?’’ 

Mr. Hurt—‘I think that is ble. 
A man can send in an order by t hone 
and have the package sent on the electric 
car.”’ 

Councilman Beck—‘"‘I make use of that 
every day In my business.

May 
opened at 8.I|!, sold off to 8.10, and then 
Started upwa.d intil 8.17 was reached, when 
selling for profits and for a reaction sent the 
entire list off from 3 to 4 points.

Commission 
houses hed little cotton to sell and were fair 
buyers of May and Jvly from time to time.

Now Orleans, January 24.—As Liverpool was 
disappointing our market opened 2 points 
lower, .mproved 9 points subsequently on the 
anticipation of a marked decrease in teceipts 
next week, declined 6 points later on the large 
interior and weekly in-sight figures, but ral- 
lied slightly near the close on the bullish visi- 
ble, making the net gain 2 to 3 points on the 
day. The amount brought into sight during 
the week was 57,000 in excess of last year, 
ard the total marketed to date shows an in- 
crease of 335,000 over last year; therefore, if 
there is no more cotton in the south than last 
year, the crop on the movement points to 1{0,- 

,OUU. The interior receipts were 32,000 
over last year for the week and the stock at 
these towns aggregate 619,000, as compare 
to 579,000 in i899, the record crop year, an 
excess of 40, . We mention these facts, a 
everyone seems to think there is a possibil- 
ity of exhaustion.

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THE DAY IN WALL STBEET. 


New York, January 24.—There were attempts 
to hold the market this morning by marking 
up individual stocks which proved successful 
until the eagerness of the professionals to take 
their profits checked the advance. The whole 
market then reacted, dropping generally to 
well below jast night, There was another up- 
ward movement when shorts covered which 
reduced the net changes to insignificant pro- 
portions, but made the closing firm. Fully one- 
third of the day's transactions wi.e in Sugar 
and Amalgamated Copper. Except for these 
there were not half a dozen stocks in which 
the transactions amounted to 10,000 shares. 
Metropolitan Street Rallway started upward to 
172%, but fefl back to over a point below 
last night and closed unchanged. The dealings 
in Sugar were on a very large scale with ho 
news ‘to account for them beyond the general 
expectation of a reduction in duties on Cuban 
sugars.

Rumors of an agreement 
to restrict the output of American producers, 
accompanied the advance, The strength of 
American Smelting was supposed to be in sym- 
pathy. The Wabash stocks and Western Union 
were firm. St. Lawrence*and Adirondack rose 4 
points more on the announcement of the pur- 
chase of a Canadian connection in its interest 
and the redemptjon of $300,000 of its 6 per 
cent bonds. There was no news during the 
day to explain gatisfactorily the reactionary 
tendency which developed, which therefore must 
be credited to profit taking. The sitting of 
the interstate commerce commission on the 
matter of railroad combinations was the sub- 
ject of discussion and may have had a de- 
pressing effect. The prelirffinary figures of 
the week’s cash movement were as good as ex- 
pected, indicating a gain by the banks of near- 
ly $7,000,000 in cash, of which subtreasury op- 
erations yielded $2,378,000.

Chicago, January 24.—Grain prices played 
a balancing game today under the iriclination 
of traders to wait further developments in 
the crop situation. May wheat closed \%c higher, 
May corn %@\c higher and May oats 4%@%c 
lower.

Trade in wheat was only fairly active at

Lessee of State Road Will 
Accept if Present Rental 
Is Continued. 


REPLY WILL SOON BE MADE 
TO THE DEPOT COMMISSION 


Hopeful View Is Now Being Taken 
of Depot Situation—<Action of 
Lessee May Help. Things 
Along to No Small 
Extent. 


Authorities of the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis railroad have agreed 
to accept the state’s proposition as to 
the building of a new union passenger 
station on the present site, provided all 
the railroads now using the depot will 
continue to use it until the expiration of 
the lease of the Western and Atlantic, 
at the same rental they now pay. 

While the formal letter to the commis- 
s.0n stating this decision has not yet 
been received by the governor, it is 
known that such action has been taken 
by the lessee of the state road, and it is 
expected the depot commission will be so 
notified within the next day or two. 

The Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis, iessee of the state road, now fe- 
ceives from all the other roads using the 
union depot a total rental of $30,000, and 
naturally it desires to continue the coi- 
lection of that rental. If, then, the other 


roads will agree to pay the same rental 
as at present, the Nashville, Chattanooga 
end St. Louis will accept the _ state's 
proposal, and will assume the obligation 
of collecting and paying to the state the 
6 per. cent cn the cost of the new depot 
as is required in the biil. 

Among railroad men there are two sides 
to the depot question, and while many 
seem to think that ail the railroads en- 
tering the city wiil take the same view 
of the matter as does the Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga and St. Louis, there are some 
who express doubt cn that score, especial- 
ly as to the assent of the Southern rail- 
way. : 

On the other hand, however directors 
of the Southere railway huve been 
known to express themselves favorable 
to the plan, both while the bill was un- 
der consideration and since its passage. 
This has given a totally different im- 
pression of the matter and has led many 
to believe that company will offer no ob- 
Stacles to the building of the new depot. 

Governor Candler, who wrote letters to 
the executive officers of all the railroads 
at the instance of the depot commission, 
has received nothing so far in reply ex- 
cept letters acknowledging the receipt of 
his letter and stating that the matter 
would be taken'under consideration and 
an early reply given. For that reason it 
is not known when the commission will 
meet agédn, since the meeting will de- 
pend entirely upon when definite replies 
ere received from the railroads inter- 
ested. 

It seems that a more hopeful view is 
being taken of the situation now than at 
any time, and the action of the lessee 
of the state road will, no doubt, have the 
effect of helping along toward the desired 
end—the building of a new depot in At- 
lanta at as early a date as possible.

The Trade Situation. 

New York, January 24.—Bradstreet’s to- 
morrow will say: 

“Bvents of the week have been large- 
ly favorable, notable among these being 
the continued steadiness of general 
prices, though cereals have weakened 
slightly, as a reflection of continued liqui- 
dation, accelerated this week by the ar- 
rival of much needed snow in the west- 
ern half of the winter wheat belt, a fur- 
ther expansion in spring trade at lead- 
ing jobbing centers, renewed interest by 
exporters in wheat, though irregularity 
in prices still tends to discourage heavy 
trading, while the slight strengthening 
in cotton prices is based iargely on con- 
tinued confidence in future values and 
the very heavy export movement now 
going on, shipments for the season being 
nearly 500,000 bales larger than a year 
ago. Railway earnings still fail to con- 
firm bearish predictions, and the im- 
provement in the car situation in Janu- 
ary does not seem to have been at the 
expense of receipts. Clearings are small- 
er than a year ago, because speculation 
is at very low ebb, but distributive trade 
is probably larger even than that of a 
year ago. 

“The strength of the fron and steel 
markets remains unchanged, though on 
the surface demand is quieter and the 
improvement in the car shortage situa- 
tion makes for a larger production. The 
large business booked renders consumers 
and producers alike easy as to the out- 
look. Efforts of the conservatives to 
prevent prices from reaching heights 
which might discourage consumption are 
not .altogether. successful, as evidenced 
by the sale of 14,000 tons of pig iron at 
Birmingham at advanced prices. More 
is doing than usual at this time in fron 
and steel, and the mills never Imd s0 
many advance orders booked. Bar —

A 
feature there is the sale of 30,000 tons of 
malleable iron for delivery in the second 
hal? of 190 at full prices.

Fin- 
ished goods are said to be selling below 
parity, with the cost of gray cloth and 
business in staple cottons is reported in- 
different. Jobbers, however, are report- 
ed busy opening spring styles of prints 
and ginghams, and meeting with satisfac- 
tory recognition. 

Dress woolens continue in good demand 
and the men’s wear market is in excel 
lent shape, a large quantity of new busi- 
ness having been booked. Raw wool is 
fairly active, and the tone is firm. Ter- 
ritory wools are scarce in supply at the 
east, while a fair business has been done 
in Australian grades and London wool 
sale prices are higher. 

“Bastern shipments of boots and shoes 
on orders continue in excess of a year 
ago, the gain so far in January being 11 
per cent. The feeling is that jobbers 
may hold off in the hope of affecting the 
price of leather. 

“As intimated a week ago. the decline 


+in sugar appears to have been overdone. 


Immediate requirements of cane sugar 
for refiners’ use have been in excess of 
receipts, and prices have been marked 
up % of a cent for raw, with the market 
strong at the advance, while refined 
grades have improved 10 points in sym- 
pathy. 

‘‘A severe break in coffee prices occur- 
red this week as a result, primarily, of 
continued heavy movement. 

‘“Tumber stocks are reported small and 
prices firm. 

“That disadvantages are connected 
with the open winter is proved by the 
reports of dullness In rubber goods, and 
advices from Providence are that pro- 
duction may be further curtailed.
